“+ | Made Steady Progress From 1913-17 


w (Py. BY MERTON E. HILL 
* S¥om 1918 to 1917 and thereaf- 
ter the Agriculture department 
* *made steady progress. It did pio- 
neer work both in the high school 
e apnd in the junior college, even 


though there were other high 

schools offering agricultural cour- 
« es. A course entitled: “General 
Agriculture’ and taught by Mr. 
tae was déscribed in 1916 as 
ollows: 


“The course will deal with the 
¥ “Wlifferent methods of plant pro- 
pagation; with the elements of 

lant physiology; with the grow- 
ing of flowering and ornamental 
plants, and with the growing of 
wegetables. A brief study of soils 
and of soil fertility will precede 
the work with plants.” 

This fundamental course devel- 
oped during the next few years in- 
t to at least five separate and very 

practical courses. A course en- 

titled “Soils” was offered in 1916; 
ty? ‘the bulletin of that year describes 
the course as follows: 

“The course is designed to con- 
“sider the subject from the stand- 
point of the citrus grower pri- 
i» «marily. The processes of soil for- 
mation,: the structure and tex- 
ture of soils, moisture and its 
“conservation, soil heat, the prob- 
lems of fertility and the use of

teria in the soil, the use of ma- 
nures and cover crops, a brief sur- 

4 “vey of the work of experimental 
stations.”

This course was taught by Mr. 
Booth and was expanded later in- 
to a number of different courses 
and led to very important experi- 
ments with cover crops and ferti- 
lizers carried through on the Chaf- 
fey campus for many years. The 
experiments conducted by Mr. 
Booth reteived wide publicity and 
general commendation. A very 
practical course offered also in 
1916 was ‘Farm Mechanics;” it 
was described as follows: 


“It will include cement. con- 
struction, the gas engine for farm 
purposes, the principles of black- 
smithing, such as welding, care 
of farm implements, etc., simple 
principles of woodwork in farm 
repairing, plumbing, wiring, tin- 
ning and farm surveying.” This 
was taught by the staff includ- 
ing Mr. Booth, Mr. Fischer, Mr. 
List and Mr. Riley. 


This last course was being given 
before the Smith-Hughes law was 
enacted by Congress and it is a 
course that has been required for 
about 30 years under the opera- 
tion of the Smith/Hughes Law. 
The pioneering years of agri- 
cultural work at Chaffey paved 
the way for its becoming about 
the first Smith-Hughes school in 
California and led to national réc- 
ognition of both the high school 
and the Junior College. 

‘Charles A. Perrin came to Chaf- 
fey in 1917 and has given thirty 
years of faithful and efficient ser- 
vice to the high school and to 


the Chaffey community. He de- 
serves all the praise he has re- 
ceived for having won a great 
number of championships in stock 
judging, and for having helped 
many boys along in their agri- 
cultural career. The Agricultur- 
al department, like the other de- 
partments of Chaffey, have had 
many very fine teachers. 


In addition to teaching chemis- 
try and mathematics, Mr. Hawkin- 
son taught Soils in the depart- 
ment for a period of time. A good 
teacher and a marvelous man, Mr. 
Hawkinson made very definite 
contribution to the department as 
well as to the Chaffey spirit. Dur- 
ing the second and third decades 
of agriculture at Chaffey the de- 
partment included amongst its 
teachers men, several of whom 
will be mentioned in a later arti- 
cle. These men were a remarkable 
group. Besides Mr. Boot, Mr. Per- 
in and Mr. Hafkinson, the group 
included Howard Stanford of the 
present Chaffey College faculty; 
George P. Weldon recently re- 
tired; Robert Condee, principal 


of the Chino Vocational school and |" 


chairman of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at the time 
of his death; Olaf Snyder, vice- 
principal of Chaffey UHS; Ralph 
Benton, teacher in the L. A. city 
system at present; Harold Wil- 
sor, teacher in Chaffey; Vincent 
Claypool, principal at present of 
the Barstow Union High school, 
Harry Alter, Assistant principal 
of the Beverly Hills High school, 
Albert Salter, Farm Advisor of 
San Bernardino county. With such 
a group of teachers no wonder the 
department flourished and gained 
national recognition!

With Red Russia everywhere 
fiercely pressing her world revo- 
lution for the establishment of 
communism, the U. S. Senate has 
made a momentous contribution 
to Western hemispheric security, 
and consequéntly to global peace, 
by ratifying the Inter-American 
deferise treaty which was framed 
last summer at Rio De Janeiro. 


Under this historic pact the 
countries of the new world would 
stand together to fight off attack 
against any one of them. Senator 
Tom Connally, one of the fram- 
ers of the agreement, describes it 
as “a long step in the direction of 
guaranteeing the safety and se- 
curity of the American republics 
from aggression or attack by .any 
power outside this hemisphere”. 


This agreement isn’t aimed av 
any particular nation. It is aim- 
ed at aggression, from whatever 
source. . However, it is significant 
that the American ratification 
comes at a tense moment in the 
fight against communist aggres- 
sion. It comes after numtrous 
countries of the two Américas 
havve been forced to take action 


against Red fifth columnists, 
among these nations being the 
United States, Canada, Chile, 


Brazil, Paraguay, Cuba and the 
Dominican Republic. 

The treaty must be ratified by | 
two-thirds of the nineteen nations 
which signed it at Rio. Three al- 
ready have approved and the rest, 
most of whom have heen waiting 
to see what action ‘Washington | 
would take, are expected to fol- 
low quickly. 

Of course the chief strength of 
this treaty lies in the solidarity 
which it creates, rather than in 
the material resources which can 
be contributed by the smaller na- 
tions.

As for raising the minimum 
wage from its present 40-cent 
level to 75 cents, as both the 
AFL and CIO have asked, em- 
ployers for the most part con- 
tended that would prove espec- 
ially inflationary. They said that 
raising the wage for lower-paid 
workers would mean a pay raise 
“all along the line.” 

Labor ‘argued that by keeping 
wages from sinking below a cer- 
tain level purchasing -power is 
kept up.

In defense of the 40-hour 
week and overtime pay, unions 
say: 

1, In times of: heavy produc- 
tion, this part of the law per- 
mits workers to share in increas- 
profits; in slack times, it is more 
profitable for business to hire 
additional employes rather than 
concentrate the work in the 
hands of a few overworked 
workers. 

2. A worker is most efficient 
working. only 4 Ohours a. week, 
with the remainder left for lei- 
sure and rest. 

Not all employers nor all ur- 
ions have agreed with these posi- 
tions. Some employ have ask- 
ed for exemptions for their in- 
dustries. Unions have asked for 
removal of some of the existing 
exemptions. ‘ 

A general plea among employ- 
ers is that, if the law is tq re- 
main on the books, Congress 
should clarify nfany provisions to 
avoid arguments about whether 
their particular workers come 
uttder the law.
